

TWO FORSYTH FAVORITES. 

It was not pleasant at Forsyth yesterday. The 
air was chilly and the going heavy, yet the at- 
tendance held up to the average, and two favor- 
ites, Barnato and Sunny, were successful. The 
last named showed what a good colt he is by 
picking up 102 pounds, racing Ashland, a five- 
year-old, carrying 90 pounds, and whose forte is 
the mud, all the way and winning handily. 

In the fifth race at three-quarters of a mile, 
the rubber snapped to a bad start, Bob Lee get- 
ting the best of it while Jennie June. Spendo- 
line, Loudon and Yirgie Dixon got considerably 
the worst, the first {named having no chance. 
The crowd made a noise over the result. 

It is a question whether the abolition of the 
advance flag is a good thing; it might be as 
well to use it again. 

In the opening race Collector was fovorite, 
but Dr. France was backed by the knowing 
ones. Off none too well, Dr. France was with 
the leaders all the way, came to the front in 
the stretch, and won handily from Barguard. 

Barnato, with Clay up, was most liked in the 
two-year-old race. He got off in second place, 
and going to the front just before the stretch, 
won handily, Golightly beating Mrs. Murray a 
head for the place. Cogent, who was played by 
the stable, ran an indifferent race. 

In spite of her poor performances recently 
Laura F was the favorite for the third event at 
three-quarters, with Eagle Bird second choice. 
Laura F and Eagle Bird raced together for half 
a mile where the filly was beaten, and B. F. Fly 
Jr came up. He could not catch Eagle Bird 
who won easily from B. F. Fly Jr. Inspector 
Hunt, who was off badly, came fast in the 
stretch and secured third place. 

Sunny and Ashland were the only two con- 
tenders in the mile race, Cunarder getting a 
very bad start. Sunny won handily at the end. 

Bob Lee made all the running in the fifth 
event, but only beat Yirgie Dixon by a nose, the 
filly, vigorously ridden by little Hothersall, com- 
ing fast in the stretch. 

Marden Pet got the best of the send off in the 
last race, and keeping in front all the way, man- 
aged to last long enough to beat Nellie H by 
half a length, with Effie T a good third. 

Clay rode three and Warren two winners. 

C. C. O’Fallon, the owner of Assignee, Astol- 
fina and half a dozen others, was at Forsyth 
yesterday, and will shortly bring his stable to 

Indiana to race. 

HOT SPRINGS STABLE DEMISE. 

The Hot Springs Stable, under the umbrellas 
of which were shaded the homely, honest Lady 
Inez, is no more. In the present and future Bill 
McGuigan’s “shade” must cover what is left of 
a short and sharp, but reasonably glorious turf 
collection. Ben Eder has gone to M. F. Dwyer. 
The Brooklyn plunger got less than he paid for 
—in racing quality. Reasonably used, Lady 
Inez was a bargain, though she is outlooked by 
her showy stable companion, The Hot Springs 
Stable was made up of the capital of R. C. 
Chambers Co. the skill and acumen — verbal 
and otherwise— of McGuigan and the intelli- 
gence of Mrs. McGuigan. 

It was a spectacular turf niche while it was in 
view. Barely a week ago the auctioneer— a St. 
Louisian— burst the bands by selling out the 
stable remnants ; most of which McGuigan of 
“the shade” gathered under his lee. The figures 
of the St. Louis sale are as follows :

RACING GOSSIP. 

There seems to be a lack of racing common- 
sense among the St. Louis officials. There are 
plenty of really good horses at their beck and 
call. Yet the programme, as made up from 
week to week, does not group or draw the cracks 
into contention. The bad horses have plenty of 
chances and the good ones but few. The mod- 
ern way of programme making in the West 
leaves a broad mark for the aim of condition 
commonsensibility. Yet condition users seem 
to cater to the low class and to bear against the 
elete of our horses. What folly and how im- 
public 1 The bulk of professional turfmen, of 
clamor and interest, lean toward this angle of a 
sport that loses much of its nobility by being 
forced into the general rut of commonness by 
the necessity of owners to keep their belongings 
employed, In the St. Louis racing display from 
day to day one can see too many of the Safe 
Homes, Shooting Stars and Tom Darlings. 

The argument of this display, fitted with tha 
racing material St. Louis has on hand, suggests 
the more frequent attraction to races of such 
horses as Flying Dutchman, Buck Massie. Free 
Advice and Simon W. An owner forced to dodge 
about for stake races, or to run handicap horses 
in selling races, is not fairly treated. Such 
treatment, too, takes from the turf much of the 
personal incentive to betterment, and incident 
benefit to the general body, The grouping of 
bad ones at the expense of good ones, too, helps 
neither betting nor attendance. 

The Principle of Sioan s Case. 

Daily Racing Form went after Jockey Cass 
Sloan on principle and got him. It was aided 
by the Indiana judges — men who are seeking 
clean racing and using thought and care on the 
material they are offered — which, by the way, 
is gradually improving. There was no revenge- 
ful idea in the prostcution of Sloan. The prin- 
cipal of ruffianism vs. reasonable criticism was 
involved. So was that of turf order and jour- 
nalistic independence. Racing Form isn’t tur- 
bulent. It does seek, however, to tell the truth 
and will use every effort to sustain what it con- 
siders just and right. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Will Wallace’s colt, Panmure, by Tenny— 
Queer Girl, is the first Tenny to race in the 
west. The colt is a good individual, though he 
somewhat resembles his great but cranky sire. 

Out of a dispute over some southern land by 
J. Lee, a Georgian, Mr. Dwyer’s horses were 
attached at Oakley Saturday. Lee’s claim is 
$2,000. The sheriff’s men appraised Ben Brush 
at $1000, Ben Eder at $1000 and Lady Inez at $500. 

Baker & Gentry recently bought a full sister 
to Rosinante, their good filly, for $1,500. 

Secretary Gratz Hanly, of the Queen City 
Jocker Club track, a most popular and compe- 
tent official, naturally denies the cheap rumor 
that the Newport course is to be used for winter 
racing. 



MILWAUKEE’S COMING MEETING. 

The stake book of the State Park Jockey Club 
of Milwaukee was issued yesterday by Secretary 
Clark. It contains the nominations to the 
ten stakes andthe purse programme for tbe 
first twelve days of the meeting. The clause in 
the stake conditions, “six to enter and start or 
race may be declared off,” has been struck out 
and every stake will be run regardless of the 
number that may go to the post. The 
overnight purses are of $300 and $400. Eligible 
to start in the Milwaukee Derby, the opening 
stake, are such cracks as Prince Lief, who will 
have to carry 127 pounds ; Souffle, winner of the 
Cincinnati Oaks ; Subito, who is being pointed 
in Canada for the event: Rondo, Kamsin, Sweet 
FavOrdale, First Deal and Don Carillo. The 
principal all-aged event, the Independence Han- 
dicap, to be run July 4, at 1 mile, has Buck 
Massie, Simon W. Potentate, Gov. Sheehan, 
Wernberg, Redskin, Lilly of the W’est, Prince 
Lief, Lillian E and Rudolph among the fifty 
nominations. 



THE SUBURBAN HANDICAP. 



The Brooklyn has been decided io Sir Walter’s 
favor. Over the scraggy Californian Joe Ull- 
man won some $18,000, and Pittsburg Phil, 
$50,000 or $60,000. There is not much chance for 
a double event being scored. Sir Walter is in 
the Suburban at the same weight, 113 pounds, 
But he gets a 12 pound penalty for his Brooklyn 
win. The race is run at Sheepshead Bay, June 
23. Its distance is the same as that of the 
Brooklyn, 1M miles. Henry of Navarre, 
129, is favorite for the Suburban with 
Clifford, 125, second choice. Keenan, 122, 
Lazzarone, 120, Halma, 117, Dorian, 116, 
Counter Tenor, 115, Nanki Pooh, 112, Hornpipe, 
111, Belmar, 110, The Commoner, 109, Dutch 
Skater, 108, Handspring, 104, Saragossa, 104, and 
Stephen J, 98, are the best of the eligibles.
